That was correct. The exchanges of views. which 
had taken place had been useful, but he was not 
able to say that they had led to any conclusive 
results. it was generally felt that it would not be 
wise unduly to prolong those discussions and that 
steps should now be taken for setting up’ the 
machinery for electing a Chief Rabbi. A resolu- 
tion to that effect was passed at the last mecting 
of the Council of the United Synagogue and the 
Honorary Officers and the Executive of 
Federation of Synagogues had, therefore, thought 
it proper to bring the matter before their General 
Council. 

The crucial question was that of the method of 
electing the Chief Rabbi. No one should approach 
this problem from any partisan or parochial point 
of view. One aim should unite them all; namely, 
to strive to the utmost to elect the ablest and

CLAIMS FOR PROPERTY IN 
POLAND 


According to a decree promulgated by the Polish 
Government, all persons who have property in 
Poland are required to register their claims to such 
property on or before December 31, 1947, states 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. The decree, which 
deals with former German and abandoned property, 
provides that after the filing period indicated, the 
Polish Government will take over all unclaimed 
property. 


“OUTLAW ANTI-SEMITISM”

There was too much Anti-Semitism in England 
and it ought to be made illegal, declared Mr. D. 
N. Pritt, K.C., M.P., at the annual meeting of the 
National Council for Civil Liberties at Beaver 
Hall. London, E.C.4, last week. Mr. Pritt was 
moving a resolution expressing deep concern and 
abfiorrence at the growth of anti-Semitism im this 
country, particularly the intense activity that was 
now being conducted by Sir Oswald Mosley and 
his satellites, and urging the Home Secretary to 
introduce legislation at an early date to make illegal 
the dissemination of anti-Semitism and racialism. 

Mr. Pritt claimed that legisiation should be intro- 
duced not merely because certain things were anti- 
social but because they had become so serious as 
to require vigorous action. The Executive and he 
had decided that such legislation was practicable, 
he added; and he revealed that drafted a 
bill which had been amended by Government 
draftsmen. The Government, however, had then 
decided Shat legislation was unnecessary. In his 
view, the danger was that anti-Semitism would 


grow to such an extent that legislation would have 
to be passed in a hurry and that must lead to 
unsatisfactory results. 
in reply to a criticism that it was impossible to 
legisiate against anti-Semitism without making 
criticism of the Jewish people illegal—recent news- 
reels of terrorist outrages in Palestine which might 
be deemed a form of anti-Semitic propaganda 
were cited as an example——-Mr. Pritt said that when 
anti-Semitism had been defined it would then be 
for the magistrate or the jury to decide on the 
question of fact as to whether the propaganda or 
speeches concerned were calculated to stir up 
hatred against people on account of their race or 
religion. It was possible, he contended, to criticise 
strongly certain acts in Palestine without stirring 
up hatred of the Jews. At the same time, 
added, it was possible to make seemingly mild 
criticisms that would have the effect of stirring up 
hatred. It would be for the magistrate to decide. 
The meeting passed the resolution and also 
another which welcomed the decision of the General 
Assembly of Uno to call-.on all member-Govern- 
ments to end racial and religious discrimination.

SURINAMER 


Il recently came across the surname Surinamer 
in our columms and it is new to me. Very many 
Jewish surnames, aS is well known. are derived 
from place names, and Surinamer would appear 
to be one of these. Surinam is the alternative name 
for Dutch Guiana, where there was an important 
and wealthy Jewish community in the seventeenth 
and early eighteenth centuries. Its end came in 
effect with the revolt of the slaves, who destroyed 
all the European plantations, in which a large part 
of the Jewish-owned wealth was invested, although 
the restoration of Surinam to the Dutch led to 
many of the Jewish residents accompanying or 
followmg the evacuating British. Many of the 
Jewish planters of Surinam emigrated to ‘the British 
West Indies, into which they introduced the cultiva- 
uon. of the sugar-cane.- It is interesting that now 
atter the lapse of two centuries and more a Jewish 
autonomous setthment in Guiana should again be 
under consideration. 


THE JEWS OF SHEFFIELD

HON. SURGEON TO HIS EXCELLENCY 


Phe appointment has recently been announced of 
Brigadier J. E. Stergrad as Honorary Surgeon to the 
Governor-General of Australia. Brigadier Steigrad 
is Palestinian-born, but was taken to Australia as 
an infant. Educated and brought up there as an 
Austrahan, he chose medicine, or more correctly 
Surgery, as his profession. At the same time he 
developed an interest in the military side of his 
calling. Combining the two, he enlisted in 1923, 
the year in which he was admitted to the Rova! 
Austrahan College of Surgeons. in the Militia 
branch of the Army Medical Corps. In due course 
he rose to the rank of Brigadier and Deputy 
Director of Medical Services for the whole of the 
ALF. in the Middle East. When the Australian 
Forces were withdrawn from North Africa, 
Brigadier Stefigrad became Deputy  Director- 
General of Medical Services for the whole of the 
Austrahan Forces. His official duties do not absorb 
ali bis energies, for he also takes part in the direc- 
ion of Jewish activities in Sydney.

D.P. SETTLEMENT PROSPECTS 


An official mission is now visiting Germany to 
select 150 Jewish D.P.s to settle in Norway 

The settlers will be chosen mainly from among 
steel. metal, agricultural, and textile workers, and 
will be accorded full rights of citizenship after a 
qualifying period of five years. 

Venezuela is to take 5,000 D.P. families, most 
of them from Germany and Austria. Preparations 
for the sailing of the first contingent are expected 
to be complete by May 1. This agreement has 
come after negotiations between the Inter-Govert- 
mental Committee for Refugees and Venezuelan 
authorities. 

It was reported recently that Dutch Guiana had 
agreed to take nearly 10,000 Jewish D-P.s, follow- 
ing an approach by the Freeland League, which 
is sending a commission to discuss details. 

The Inter-Governmental Committee has also 
signed an agreement with the Chilean and Peruvian 
Governments for the absorption of D.P.s and 
refugees. 

In response to the offer of the Government of 
the Dominican Republic to take 100,000 immi- 


nts, mainly D.P.s, the first group of 40 D.P.s 
ve arrived at the colony of Sosua, which, in 1933, 


was established for refugees from Germany on 


estates donated by the Dominican Presidemt. A 


second group of 150 D.P.s is shortly expected.

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COMMUNITY LIBEL 


IN the House of Commons, attention was drawn last week 
to the receipt in this country, through the post, of a stream 
of the foulest anti-Jewish literature from a source in 
Sweden. The abuse has gone on for some time, as we have 
previously reported, and it is Known, too, that some of 
this material—essentially of the Goebbels and Streicher 
varietv—is berne received in bulk here by local anti-Semites, 
who have reposted it locally or enclosed it in some of the 

nted native Fascist publications which still find their way 


into the letter-boxes Thus, through the Post Office's 
wnexcelled machinery of -distribution, it is hoped by the 
offenders to incite one section of His Majesty's subjects to 
turn raimst another section vamely, the Jews—-and the 
guestion, therefore, arises ol what steps, if any, can be 


taken to protect a.section ol citizens from the dangers 


which might be caused by such deliberate abuse 


Within the last ten years the Board of Deputies has 
sect up three different committees to consider the difficult 
and complex problem of Community Libel. The findings of 
the most recent committee, in 1945, which were at variance 
with those of its two predecessors, recommended that steps 
should be taken to ask Parliament to enact legislation 
whereby: minorities. would receive special protection, by 
making it a criminal offence to libel a minority. 


Many non-Jews appreciate that the deliberate and calcu- 
lated fostering of anti-Semitism is the first stage in the 
establishment of Fascist dictatorship. From the Fascist 
point of view, the public must be carefully educated to 
reeard the Jews as the cause of all evils and then to recoeg- 
nise the Fascists as the only means of salvation. The 
National Council for Civil Liberties are also anxious that 
the Government should take steps to protect minority 
groups by making libel on minorities a criminal offence, 
and, as reported on another page, Mr. D. N. Pritt, K.C., 
M.P.. has drafted a Bill proposing “to make illegal the 
dissemination of anti-Semitism and racialism.” 


It might well be worth asking the authorities to consider 
how far the present manifestations of anti-Semitism could 
be checked by overhauling the existing law relating to the 
transmission of indecent literature through the post. But 
this is only one aspect of the problem and we must not 
allow ourselves to lose sight of the major tssue—for such 
it is—whether it is. desirable in the interests of. the 
Jews themselves that the Government should enact legisia- 
tion to make libel on a community a criminal offence 


In 1939, a Committee was set up. by the Government, 
under the Chairmanship of Lord Porter, to consider the 
Law of Defamation in all its aspects. The work of the 
Committee was interrupted by the war and its Report has 
not yet been published. At the present time it is a criminal 
offence for anyone by acts done, words spoken and pub- 
lished, or writings published capable of being a libel, to 
promote feelings of ill-will and hostility between different 
classes of His Majesty's hege subjects——this is the offence 
of seditious libel. Experience has shown that juries do not. 
readily. convict for this offence. The average juryman 
strongly resents any attempt to restrict free speech—which 
unfortunately is often confused with licence—and although 
he may disagree with the defendant's views he would prefer 
to find him not guilty of the offence. He would feel that a 
conviction might be regarded as an attack on the liberty 
of the subject to express himself with that degree of free- 
dom traditionally associated with this country. It is for 
this reason that we should not pay too great a regard to 
the tact that in some foreign countries special protection 
iS given to minorities. British juries are apt to display an 
independence of spirit which is as healthy as it is at times 
em Darrassing. 

We cannot exclude the possible or, indeed, the probable 
views of the “man in the jury box.” We must pause to 
consider whether this view might not also be taken if the 
law were altered and strengthened to create a new criminal 
otlence—namely, “ Community Libel.” It is of little use to 
create new criminal offences to protect minorities if juries, 
in order to show their independence, persistently refuse to 
convict. An acquittal of a notorious Jew-baiter for “ Com- 
munity Libel might make him into a popular hero and 
the trial would defeat its own ends by giving him that 
degree of publicity for which he seeks. What alternative 


is there to a trial by jury? For a trial for “ Community 


Libel” to be conducted by Justices of the Peace without 
giving the accused a right to trial by judge and jury would 
be opposed not only by the anti-Semites but also by all 
lovers of liberty who are the greatest opponents of anti- 
Semitism, because the abolition of the right to trial by 
jury in cases which might involve a sentence of imprison- 
ment exceeding two months is contrary to the established 
principles of criminal justice which were even kept alive 
in the grim days of the war. Trial by jury in criminal 


cases would only have been abolished if this country had 
been invaded and War Zone Courts had been established. 
t would be a great mistake to advocate the abolition of 
trial by jury for libel on a community. It is impossible 
to cure one evil by the imposition of another. 


If a revival of open anti-Semitism in England should 
occur, it would be a real danger not only to Jewry but to 
all who prize the democratic way of life. But the problem 
of Community Libel is one of great difficulty and com- 
plexity, calling for objective and most careful considera- 
tion. British Jewry has, through its representative 
body the Board of Deputies, given the subject its most 
earnest attention on several occasions, and members of 
its special committee appeared as witnesses on the 
particular aspect of community defamation before the 
Porter Committee. A lively interest is being manifested 
in many quarters in this important subject and authorita- 
tive guidance is needed. It would be wrong to anticipate 
the findings of the Porter Committee, but it is urged that 
its Report should be made available to the public without 
undue delay. 


THE JEWISH AGENCY 


THE. Jewish Agency Executive has concluded its meetings 
in Jerusalem. With the appointment of a committee to 
prepare the Jewish case for the forthcoming meeting of 
the United Nations Assembly it has begun its task for the 
time when the Palestine issue goes back to the International 
Tribunal from whose predecessor the Mandatory Govern- 
ment derived its authority The issue must again be 
examined in “the light of international equity, contem- 
plating the situation and needs of the Jewish and Arab 
peoples in a comparative light. 


The Jewish people is faced with a challenge and an 
opportunity to which it can rise only if its interests and 
ideals are represented at their highest level. The Jewish 
Agency is recognised by Article 4 of the Palestine Mandate 
as the body competent to represent the Jewish interests in 
Palestine In an interesting passage of its report, the 
Anglo-American Committee of Inquiry drew attention to 
the internal recognition upon which the Agency's prestige 
is‘ based—-the devotion and sacrifice which it has been able 
to evoke from the Jewish masses through so many ordeals. 
The summit of the Agency's fortunes was reached in 1929 
when the Zionist Organisation was reinforced by the sup- 
port of other Jewish bodies and personalities in all parts 
of the world. Many Jews who do not fully share the 
whole Zionist thesis are yet united in their admiration of 
Jewry's constructive achievement.in Palestine, and are 
determined to ensure that that achievement becomes an 
object of credit and pride in Jewish history. The Jewish 
Agency in its true form was born of this wider Jewish 
solidarity, which recognised that Jewish interests in their 
widest sense were involved in the Palestine problem, and 
thus all Jews were entitled to a voice in its destiny. It is 
unfortunate that the Agency should have lost its universal 
Jewish aspect just at the moment when it stood in greatest 
need of all the support and authority which it could muster. 
In the emergency of that moment, the Council of the Jewish 
Agency was not summoned to meet after the Zionist 
Congress at Geneva in 1939. Meanwhile, most of the 
Jewish Agency Executive members outside the Zionist 
Fxecutive have fallen by the wayside in the cataclysm of 
Furopean massacre. It might, therefore, have been 
expected that an attempt would be made, after the recent 
Zionist Congress in Basle, to repair the breach by rallying 
under the Jewish Agency banner all those forces in Jewish 
lite which were prepared to exercise responsibility in the 
advancement of the Jewish National Home. No such steps 
were taken, and the Jewish Agency faces its most critical 
responsibility without the support and reinforcement of 
many groups and individuals who could lend weight and 
authority to its voice. Recent months have shown that, 
whereas Jews may differ in discussing the constitu- 
tional future of the Jewish National Home, virtually all 
Jewish opinion agrees on the necessity of developing the 
Jewish National Home by further immigration and settle- 
ment in order that its economy and institutions may be 
strengthened, its cultural lite stimulated, and its poten- 
tialities of refuge widened on behalf of suffering Jewry. 
This theme has been supported recently by such bodies as 
the American Jewish Committee, Agudas Israel, the Board 
of Deputies of British Jews, the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
and many similar organisations in Europe and _ the 
Dominions. 


The enlarged Jewish Agency, which came into being in 
1929 through the initiative and leadership of Dr. 
Weizmann, reflected the wide asstnt which the main con- 
structive trends of Zionism—if not its full programme— 
commanded in Jewish life. Surely these potentialities are 
not to be frittered away through inertia or negligence or 
shortsightedness? The time has come—indeed it is long 
overdue—for Zionist and other Jewish bodies to meet 
together in an enlarged Jewish Agency expressing the 
widest possible measure of agreement that can be achieved 
in world Jewry on questions relating to the Jewish National 
Home and its future.

It ‘s, therefore, disconcerting to read 
the report of an experienced relief worker at the com 
ference regarding the employment of ex-Nazi doctors and 
nurses in a hospital where Jewish patients are receiving treat- 
ment for sufferings inflicted upon them through Nazi bestiality.

Question of Jewish Restaurants 
From Mr. H. FOLMAN and Others

Sia,—Upon examination, the “Austerity” scheme 
of the Defence Committee will be found both 
ineffective and unfair. It permits receptions in 

ublic halls for 300 persons and prohibits meals in

It is difficult to appreciate what real saving of 
ostentation will arise from the gathering of 300 
Jews at a town hall, but it is easy to sce what 
harm will be done by making it practically impos- 
sible for people to hold their Simchas in established 
Jewish restaurants. Communal leaders should 
encourage kasher Jewish restaurants, who render 
an essential regular service under most difficult and 
trying circumstances. The Defence Committee has 
not obtained the consent of the main kasher 
restaurants, and has thrown our legitimate trade to 
the outside caterers, who have agreed to dubious 
sacrifices.” 

We cannot accept such arbitrary treatment, and 
we suggest that the scheme be reconsidered by ail 
the parties concerned. We are naturally prepared 
.to join in real sacrifices provided they are fairly 
distributed all round.
